COLLEGES AFHUATED 

Nova Scotia Agricultural Col- 
lege Completes Arrange- ' 
ment With McGill 

Yesterday it was announced that an 
ngreement has been entered Into with 
XovB Scotia .Vcricultural College; 
whereby the upper students oi^ the 
.N'ova ScoUa Agricultur.al College will 
receive irainiiig at Macdonald College 
and thus relieve pressure In the Mari 
times. 

The authorities of the institution 
realized that In consequence the stu 
dents who completed tlaeir two-year 
course would be handicapped by pro 
ceedlng to larger Institutions for the 
completion of a degree course^ Last 
week. President Cummlngs, of the Nova 
Scotia Agriculture College, came to 
.Montreal to lay before Sir Arthur 
Currie and Dean' Barton! of "the fa- 
culty of agriculture, a plan of affilia- 
tion by which a two-year course at 
the Nova Scotia Agriculture College 
might be accepted as the equivalent 
of the flret two years at Macdonald 
College. 

The plan involves among other 
things Uie loaning by Macdonald C0I7 
lege of one or more members of its 
staff to the Xova Scotia Agriculture 
College lor a period of one month per 
annum. These Instructors will be 
respon-sible for the work at Nova Sco- 
tia in botany and entomology. 

The university authorities have 
agreed to the proposal. This plan is 
in accordance with McGllI's recogniii- 
(;d poli'.'y of encouraging students from 
other parts of the Dominion to take 
at least part of their course in their 
own universities proceeding to McGlll 
to complete the senior years, or, after 
II degree, for research. 

In addition it emphasizes AlcGlll's 
historic connection with the Maritime 
/Provinces, from which have come so 
many distinguished member^ of her 
past, and: present staff, and such a 
considerable proportion of lier under- 
graduate body.

He discovered the i)re- 
iience of splrochaetea' ;n cases .of 
Ictero-hemmorhogic Jnnndlce In the 
French army during the war and de- 
monstrated rats to be carriers of the 
paras'te. The Paateur Institute main 
tains a sefblogic.al .service avall.able to 
all physicians for d agnostic purposes 
and of wlilch Or. I'ettll has charge. 

Dr. Pettits' most recent work has 
been in connection with the develop- 
ment of a serum for the treatment of 
pofllomyclitcs. So successful has' been 
Its use thus far that nt the meeting In 
.September of tho International Con 
gress for Pediatrxs it was botod to 
request tho i'astour Institute to In- 
crease the pro<luction of thin serum

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THE BAND AND THE -ATHLETIC BOARD 

One of the undergarduate members of McGill's Athletic 
: Board of Control said something at yesterday's Student Society 
meeting that lias stirred a certain important institution of this 
university — THE BAND. It appears that the Board were ask- 
ed to consider the suggestion that it defray the travelling ex- 
penses of this popular musical organization to the annual Var- 
sity-McGill rugby game that takes place next week in the Queen 
Citj'. It also appears that the Board considered the idea, with the 
result that it was rejected as^ impossible on the ground that the 
Band was not an 'Athletic club.' 

What^was slated for a practice became a veritable council 
of war yesterday in band circles. Bandsmen feel that after six 
years of sacrificing valuable time to several rehearsals weekly, 
merely to enhance events under the control of our Athletic Board, 
that it should come in for at least some active sympathy and 
exin-ession of consideration from that august body. Last year 
the Students' Council, which, incidently, wholeheartedly backs 
the efforts of McGill's band, were forced to "scramble and 
scheme" to find a means whereby the band could be sent on one 
j>f the^football trips. It doesn't seem fair that one organization 
shbùiclldo^'alÏÏthe worrying and paying for something which ad- 
mittedly benefits to a great degree another entirely distinct body 
— especially when the benefitted organization, which, in this 
case, is obviously the Athletic Club, has control of infinitely 
greater sums of money than the former. ' 

There is little doubt that every student of McGill and every 
member of the Red and White senior squad is behind the banfl, 
realizing its invaluable assistance at the various intercollegiate 
contests here throughout the college year. The present state of 
affairs merits much serious reflection on the part of all those 
executives concerned. After all, students are here at McGill for 
the prime piirpose of studjing, and, if an earnest body of 'stii- 
dents devote much time to perfecting such an organization as 
the McGill University band, their work and efforts should be 
rewarded. • 

The Daily feels that the Band have just cause for chagrin 
at this treatment, and that matters should be cleared up as soon 
as possible — that a clear understaridinig should be reached be- 
tween the Band and those organizations that benefit from the 
Band's goodwill.
